MALIK AND LEBANON EXPLAIN, 
BUT HARDLY ANYONE CONVINCED 


NEW YORK (P-0O)—Although there were profuse expla- 

nations, hardly anyone was convinced. 

THE TROUBLE started when Dr. Charles Malik, Arab 
leader from Lebanon, visited the opening of the Israeli pavilion 
at the world trade fair here. He drank champagne with Israel 
Consul General Simcha Pratt, and the New York Times pho- 
tographer snapped the photograph. 

This week Malik, who is president of the thirtieth session 
of the UN, sought to explain. He said he was asked by Mayor 
Wagner to participate in ceremonies opening the fair, and be-

NEW YORK (P-O) —In his 
first full discussion of the emi- 
gration of Russian Jews, Khru- 
shchev told a delegation of ex- 
GIs that those (Russian) Jews 
who had gone to Israel were 
seeking to return.

He observed 
that neither of the previous 
career diplomats who held the 
Israel post knew Hebrew. 

At the conclusion of the hear- 
ing, Sen. Hubert Humphrey, a 
member of the foreign relations 
committee, privately compliment- 
ed Reid on his co-operative atti- 
tude and predicted, “you will do 
all right.”

9 Out of 10 Students 
Know Nothing Bad 
About Hitler 


BONN (P-O) 
vived Germany. 

HITLER did away with 
unemployment and built the 
autobahn. 

After the war, people said 
everything Hitler did was 
bad and they pointed to ruin 
and chaos everywhere. But 
now people come again and 
say it was not so bad after 
all. 

THESE ARE samples of 
answers 9 out of 10 students 
aged 15 to 17 in West Ger- 
many gave on a telecast of 
actual classroom interviews 
conducted throughout’ the 
Republic. 

Educators are said to be 
aroused by the telecast. 

ONE LOCAL newspaper 
commented that “there is 
something rotten in German 
schools.” 

The question asked of the 
students was, “What do you 
know about Hitler?” 

ONLY ONE in ten gave 
what is considered a know- 
ledgeable answer. The others 
either knew nothing about 
Hitler or believe that he had 
done more good than harm. 

Many of the students said 
they knew nothing about the 
Hitler killings, and the high- 
est estimate of Jewish dead 
given by any of them was 
30,000. 

When the teachers were 
queried on the program about 
the ignorance of their pupils 
in the matter, they explained 
that the crowded curriculum 
did not allow time for the 
history of the recent past, 
only ancient history.

NEW YORK (P-O) — The ac- 
cusation of the American Council 
for Judaism that Rumanian Jew- 
ish families who did not want to 
go -to Isrdel were not being 
helped by agencies of the United 
Jewish Appeal was denied here 
by James Rice, executive direc- 
tor of United Hias. Rice has just 
returned from an inspection trip 
of European operations of his 
organization. 

RICE TOLD The POST and 
OPINION that Hias is engaged 
in resettling Jews from Eastern 
Europe, including Rumania, in 
western countries when they do 
not want to go to Israel. He said 
that Hias has alweys been aiding 
that category of immigrants. 
Rice’s declaration was made to 
The POST and OPINION in the 
midst of a dispute between Boris 
Smolar, editor-in-chief of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, and 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism. The Council is raising funds 
to aid the Rumanian Jewish fam- 
ilies whom it claims the Jewish 
Agency and Hias would not help 
reach a western country because 
they refused to go to Israel.

SMOLAR, who recently visited 
Vienna, the first stop of the im- 
migrants on leaving Rumania, 
said he could find only 6 Jewish 
families who did not want to go 
to Israel and all were aided by 
Jewish agencies to go to other 
countries. 

The Council’s philanthropic 
fund announced recently it had 
sent $5,000 to aid the stranded 
Jewish families, and was raising 
more funds for the purpose. 

CONTACTED by The POST 
and OPINION, the Council said 
that Rice’s statement was aimed 
at confusing the public. Later 
the same spokesman said, “How 
can Hias help Jews go to other 
countries than Israel when they 
are a beneficiary of the United 
Jewish Appeal? Even if they 
wanted to aid those immigrants 
their hands are tied by the Zion- 
ists.” 

He added that Rice’s statement 
was aimed at harming the Couns 
cil’s philanthropic fund. 

A SPOKESMAN for Hias said 
that his agency doesn’t want to 
get into an argument with any- 
body, but that the facts speak 
for themselves.

MRS. MAURICE L, Goldman,

some 60 per cent of the adult 
population of the country is eligi- 
ble to vote. 

Histadrut, as should be known, 
is the dominant economic ani 
social body in the country, It is 
a powerful union which not only 
controls practically all organized 
labor in the country, but also 
operates its own vast empire of 
industrial and agricultural and 
marketing enterprises. Whoever 
controls the Histadrut may truly 
be saiq to control Israel. 


WHILE Histadrut is not a po- 
litical organism, it is subject to 
struggle for power between the 
major political parties whose 
members belong to it. Chief 
among these, naturally, are the 
labor parties. 

In the last Histadrut election 
in 1955 Mapai polled over 57 
per cent of the vote, thus giving 
ic a clear-cut majority, and hence 
full control of the Histadrut and 
its institutions. The two other 
labor parties, Ahdut Avoda and 
Mapam, each received around 14 
per cent. 

THE BIG question in 1959 is: 
Will Mapai hold its strength and 
retain control of the Histadrut 





The factors and elements in- 
volved are complex, but they 
are bound to affect the destiny 
of the nation. 


Whereas there is still hope of 
creating a united labor front in 
the national elections, to stave 
off the growing strength of Herut 
and the General Zionists, the 
three labor parties are at this 
point at each other’s throats. A 
gentleman’s agreement to tone 
down electioneering, and to re- 
frain from mud-slinging, has col- 
lapsed, and the last few weeks 
have been lively ones indeed. 


THE RIGHT-WING parties, 
which play a small part in the 
Histadrut poll, can afford to stand 
by and permit labor to battle 
in its own ranks. Yet even the 
conservative groups have mixed 
feelings. 

On the one hand, Mapai is the 
main opponent in the fali, and a 
thorough weakening at this time 
will make it easier to lick later. 
On the other hand, the alterna- 
tive to Mapai control of the His- 
tadrut would be an increase in 
the influence of the two parties 
further to the left. This could 
have a very grave effect on the 
economy of the country, and in

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A Daughter Crushes Her Father in ‘A Touch of the Poet’ 


By JOSEPH GALE 


In a Eugene O’Neill play one 
searches for an underlying mean- 
ing. How valid that meaning is, 
and the strength with which it 
js brought forward, is the meas- 
ure of the playwright’s genius. 

“A Touch of 
the Poet,” at 
the Helen 
Hayes theater, 
the last play 
O’Neill ever 
completed, is a 
synthesis of re- 
curring themes 
—man’s inabil- 
*% : ity to fathom 

Gale the nature of 
his fate, the loneliness of not be- 
longing, and the conflict between 
sensibility and power. Here, how- 
ever, the end is not without hope. 

The vehicle for O’Neill’s rise 
above pessimism is the tavern 
of Cornelius Melody, a few miles 
from Boston. 

THE ACTION takes place on 
July 28, 1828. Melody (Eric Port- 
man) is a bit of a poet, but also 
a drunkard, liar, swaggering 
bully, and a failure. His daugh- 
ter Sara (Nancy Malone) is in a 
way his conscience—mocking, re- 
viling, scornful, unaware that her 
efforts are to lift her father to 
manhood. The balance between 
the two is the mother. Nora 
(Helen Hayes), God-fearing and 
uneducated, who loves them both. 

Melody, who fought bravely for 
Ireland against the British, but 
whose pretensions drove him 
from the country, desperately 
wants acceptance by the 
Yankees. However he stands in 
his own way, the egocenter of 4 
tight Irish band that drinks his: 
liquor and mocks him behind his 
back. : 

SARA, in love with a Yankee, 
and struggling to rid herself of 
the father’s hard-handed yoke 
(freeing also her patient, loving 
and long-suffering mother), flails 
Melody with every verbal wea- 
pon in the book. But ‘the pom- 
pous, quarrelsome innkeeper 
must sink under the onslaught 
before he can rise again. 

As director Harolq Clurman 
puts it: “He is a poet in decay. 





*He cannot survive in the raw 


bustle of the growing democracy 
The world he clings to must die 
in him; his old self must be 
crushed before he can be re- 
born, The play is the tragic com- 
edy of his undoing as a ‘poet.’ 
But as he sinks, his daughter be- 





gins to understand that she has 
always loved him and will for- 
ever mourn the poet that is 
killed within. On the threshhold 
of her ascendancy as a success- 
ful woman of the new world, we 
sense that from the beginning 
there dwelled within her the 
yearning for the values her fa- 
ther represented.” 


SYMBOLISM and inner mean- 
ing aside, “A Touch of the Poet” 
is trenchant drama beating and 
breathing within a fortress of 
words, for there is but a single 
set and little physical action. In 
the establishment of character 
and the massive setting forth of 
human values, O’Neill is without 
peer. “A Touch of the Poet,” 
simply as a play, is deeply ab- 
sorbing. 

Eric Portman and Nanty Ma- 
lone are the focal points of the 
struggle, but it is Helen Hayes, 
sincere ang sympathetic in an- 
other carefully thought-out role, 
who walks away with our honors 
All the love and despair of Nora 
Melody is sensitively portrayed 
on the stage of her own theater. 


PORTMAN’S experience helps 
him carry off the difficult transi- 
tion from reprobate to rebirth. 
though his delivery is so clipped 
and fast that it is difficult to 
understand him some of the time. 
Miss Malone, who assumed the 
Kim Stanley role and who her- 
self will depart in favor of Cloris 
Leachman, is not so fortunate. 
There is no character develop- 
ment, only character establish- 
ment. No doubt is left that here 
is a shrew of the first order, and 
since Miss Malone’s decibel rating 
is tops, her first speeches and 
her final ones, in delivery at 
least, are identical. The in-be- 
tween is a marathon tirade, which 
her sudden conversion to the 
tenderness of love does little to 
ameliorate convincingly. 

Betty Field contributes a stun- 
ning vignette as the icy Mrs. 
Henry Hartford, and the others 
are so uniformly fine we must 
mention her. They are Curt Con- 
way as a relic of Melody’s past; 
John Call, Art Smith ang Far- 
rell Pelly as a trio of ne’er-do- 
wells, and Luis van Rooten as a 
homespun Yankee lawyer.

Edna Ferber may not have had 
any intensive Jewish training but 
she seems to have caught the 
true spirit of Judaism when she 
said (as I quoted) that thousands 
of years of a way of life had left 
its imprint on her and that her 
feeling was that God was good 
and good was God. 


IN “LANDMARKS and Goals,” 
Dr. A. A. Neuman, president of 
Dropsie college, wrote “From the 
opening chapter in Genesis, 
through the thunderous pages, of 
the Prophets ... and throughout 
a long history of courageous 
martyrdom, the Jewish religious 
ovtlook upon the world has been 
one of energizing optimism. ‘God 
saw all that He had made and be- 
hold, it was very good’ is not only 
the summation of the biblical nar- 
rative of creation; it is the con- 
sistent viewpoint of Judaism in 
many of its historic manifesta- 
tions. In varied forms, the con- 
viction appears and reappears in 
Jewish literature that a world 
created by God must necessarily 
partake of the nature of the 
Creator. Not even evil, suffering 
and sin are shut out of this con- 
sideration; for they too serve 
toward a moral end. They are a 
goad to man’s upward struggle 
toward a moral perfection .. .” 
This optimism, this continued 
holding on to hope for improve- 
ment, a happy solution, in the 
midst of troubles and heartaches, 
runs through the prayers chanted 
by the people of the Book down 
through the centuries. 

ON PAGE 99 of the Sabbath 
morning service we find this tra- 
ditional prayer; “We thankfully 
acknowledge Thee, O Lord our 
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Trenchant and learned essays 
on Jewish life and practice. 
By Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman 
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Optimism in Jewish Prayers 
Bring Hope for Happy Solutions 


God, our father’s God to all 
eternity. Our Rock art Thou, our 
Shield that saves through every 
generation . . . O Thou who art 
ajl-good, whose mercies mever 
fail us, Compassionate One, 
whose loving kindnesses never 
cease, we ever hope in Thee.” 
Those who insist that weekly 
services holq little or no meaning 
for them might stop and ponder 
if there could be some worth- 
while effect upon 4a _ person 
harassed and sorely troubled with 
life’s continual buffetings, to re- 
peat each week as he Sits quietly 
among his fellow worshipers as 
the Tora is returned to the Ark, 
“T have given you good teach- 
ing; Forsake not My Tora. 
It is a Tree of Life to them that 
hold fast to it, 
And everyone that upholds it is 
happy. 
Its ways are ways of pleasant- 
ness, 
And all its paths are peace.” 
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END THIS MISREPRESENTATION 


It has been a number of weeks now since a single Jew 
has come out of Rumania. 

Since last fall, approximately 16,500 Rumanian Jews 
did reach Israel. But now the doors are slammed shut, 
although from various sources we learn that the portals 
may open again—but on just what scale we do not know. 


IF THE OLD rate is resumed, we can expect on an 
average of approximately 3,000 Jews a month to leave 
this Communist country. 

It was therefore something of a shock to learn that 
on the ‘radio in Chicago pleas are being made currently 
in behalf of the Combined Jewish Appeal for funds to 
help 100,000 Jews who are coming out of Rumania. 


ONLY LAST WEEK, we received a brochure appeal- 
ing for funds for the Rumanian Jews streaming out of 
that country toward Israel. We could assume that this 
brochure had been printed at a time when in fact the 
doors were open, and consequently we were willing to 
forgive the campaign leaders who used this mailing piece. 

But we cannot see how the Combined Jewish Appeal 
of Chicago, or the United Jewish Appeal, in whose behalf 
it raises funds, can escape responsibility for this deception 
on the radio. 


THE ENDS DO not justify the means and our na- 
tional Jewish bodies cannot participate in this kind of 
misrepresentation without suffering more than they imagine 
in loss of prestige. 

This demoralizes the entire American Jewish com- 
munity, and puts us in the lowest class of unethical people. 


e THERE IS EVERY reason why Jews—with or with- 
out a Rumanian exodus—should contribute to the UJA. 
If it is true that with an exodus of 100,000 Jews more 
Jewish pocket books will be opened, that still does not 
justify what is outright deception. 

We hope the campaign leadership will stop these ac- 
tivities immediately. 


A COST-FREE DRIVE 


Probably the one most-efficient drive for an Israel 
cause is that conducted by POST and OPINION columnist 
Carl Alpert. 

WITH NO administrative cost, no testimonial banquets, 
no highly-paid performers and not even a postage stamp 
cost, Mr. Alpert, who is the vice-president of the Tech- 
nion, in Haifa, has gotten his annual request for funds 
up to over $4,000. 

There is a lesson here. 


FIRST THE CAUSE is one that appeals to American 
Jews. If in Israel, high school is not free but rather re- 
quires tuition, thus barring a number of competent young 
_ people from continuing their education, then American 
Jewish hearts are touched, and they want to do some- 
thing about it. 

Secondly, Mr. Alpert demonstrates in his own life a 
sacrificial sense that leads others to trust him and to 
want to aid a project that he sponsors. Mr. Alpert was 
the former educational director of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America who took his family to Israel to live. 
Today he is one of the most respected Americans in Israel. 


IT IS INSTRUCTIVE to read down the list of contri- 
butors (P-O, May 1). None seems to us to be among the 
so-called leaders who give from $10,000 to a quarter of 
million of dollars annually to the United Jewish Appeal. 
For the most part they seem to be just like you and me, 
people who have many places where we can use our money, 
but who want to be part of this kind of effort. 

POST and OPINION readers have come to the fore 
when appeals have been made to them for various pro- 
jects. Notable among these was the $5,000 contributed for 
our ambulance for the Mogen David Adom, Israel’s Red 
Cross. 

We're proud of Mr. Alpert and we’re proud of our 
readers, whom we think are a select list of the finest 
American Jews. 


TWO FINE RABBIS 


It couldn’t happen to two finer rabbis! 

ONE IS RABBI Jacob J. Weinstein, of Chicago, now 
in Israel as the guest of the Histadrut, of whose U.S. fund 
drive he currently is chairman. 

The other is Rabbi Samuel Silver, probably the man 
whom his colleagues like best of all the rabbis, who has 
just accepted the pulpit of Temple Sinai in Stamford, Conn. 


THESE TWO religious leaders have one attribute in 
common—their human touch; but they also have some- 
thing else in common, both have been columnists for The 
POST and OPINION. 

Rabbi Weinstein’s column appears on the editorial 
page and Rabbi Silver’s column, which hasn’t appeared in 
some months, was the delightful “Digest of the Yiddish 
Press.” 


WHENEVER WE have cause to consider things and 
men in Jewish life which bring us pain, we restore our 
confidence and our equilibrium by casting our reflections 
on spiritual leaders like Rabbi Weinstein and Rabbi Silver. 
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In Chicago, The POST and OPINION 
publishes a local edition, which competes with 
the Sentinel there. The Sentinel is edited by 
Jack Fishbein, who is now president of the 
American Association of English-Jewish News- 
papers. 

THE ADVERTISERS in our recent Pass- 
over issue, as the advertisers in previous spe- 
cial editions, were circularized by The Sentinel, 
with an attack on The POST and OPINION 
based on the fact that the paper is printed 
in Indianapolis, and not in Chicago. 

This might seem to some a little less 
philosophical than we are as a dastardly at- 
temp to throttle competition, but we’re con- 
tent to believe that every knock is a boost. 

ALL OUR LOCAL editions are printed 
in Indianapolis, not alone the Chicago paper. 
(Our St. Louis and our Louisville editions 
too are printed in Indianapolis.) This is an 
economy which makes it possible for us to 
allocate more of our budget to news. 

The local news is gathered however by 
our staffs in our offices in these communities, 
and the paper as it is published is little dif- 
ferent from a paper like The Sentinel with 
its local news and local ads and national news 
and national ads. 

IF THE POST AND OPINION were print- 
ed on Kedzie St., in Chicago, would this give 
it a quality which it now lacks? 

So in a sense this attack on The POST 
and OPINION by The Sentinel is demagogic. 

BUT WE’VE always held to the theory 
that there is a very legitimate way to out- 
strip us, and that is to produce a better prod- 
uct. Mr. Fishbein may resent the fact that 
our paid circulation in Chicago is only a few 
thousand less than his and that his paper, 
which is 47 years old, has not been able to 
secure as many as 10,000 subscribers in a 
community of 400,000 Jews. 


Sad 


He may also resent the fact that the 
local Jewish organizations advertise in The 
POST and OPINION’s Chicago paper almost 
without exception. To these organizations, and 
their leadership, the important thing is the 
news handling, and the integrity of the pub- 
lication. 

WE ALSO SUSPECT that unlike some 
so-called liberals the organizations may like 
the American idea of free competition. 

In Mr. Fishbein’s attack on The POST 
and OPINION, there is prominently displayed 
this declaration: 

“The only Chicago publication recognized 
and accepted for membership in the official 
American Association of English-Jewish News- 
papers.” The word “official” is underlined, 


WE DON’T KNOW what the word “offi- 
cial” in this statement is intended to convey 
unless this is an attempt to create a false 
impression that somehow the association is 
the official representative in some way of 
the Jewish community. 

We recall that in some small way we 
had something to do with the founding of 
the association, and an attempt at one time 
was made—by a person whose name we won't 
mention—to put through a provision where 
only one newspaper in each community could 
be a member of the association. This was de- 
feated, wisely in our opinion, at the time. 


WHETHER THIS is part of the by laws 
of the organization at this time, we're not 
in a position to know. But the intent—to 
eliminate all competition—was unAmerican. 

For our part we’re willing to let the Jews 
of Chicago decide which paper to support and 
which to read. So far we have no complaint, 

As long as we are in America and not 
Russia, no paper can demolish its opposition 
without the consent of the readers, 





Why | Am A Labor Zionist 
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By RABBI JACOB J. WEINSTEIN 
KAM Lempie. Chicago 

As many of my colleagues know, I was 
the first Reform rabbi to become a Labor 
Zionist. 

In 1933, I became a contributing editor 
of the Jewish Frontier and have retained my 
association with that fine magazine ever since. 

For the past four years, 
I have been the national 
campaign chairman of the 
Histadrut campaign. 

Rabbis are sought by many 

organizations. This rabbi is 
no exception. Why then have 
I selected the Labor Zionist 
movement as the object of 
my chiefest concern outside 
of the pulpit? 
Rabbi Weinstein. WITHOUT the return to 
Zion, Jewish history is unfinished business. 
Zionism has been that movement by which a 
company of dedicated human beings put pur- 
pose, order and justice in history, as the Cre- 
ator informed nature with order and purpose, 
Aside from all that Zion means for the secur- 
ity of Jews, it has a meaning forall mankind: 
it is a most dramatic testimony of the power 
of faith and will to penetrate and mould the 
workings of power. I have written and spoken 
many times about the various facets of Zion- 
ism—the religious, cultural, philanthropic, na- 
tional aspects of this protean movement. I 
want to make a bit clearer the special province 
of Labor Zionism. 





Labor Zionists directed their efforts to- 
ward two objectives: 

One was to conquer work for Jewish 
hands. Oppressive governments had denied 
Jews access to the soil and certain social cus- 
toms and housing restrictions had denied them 
opportunity to work at many trades. The 
Labor Zionist movement added to the mere 
transportation of the Jew the goal of trans- 
forming him from a middle man and a luft- 
mensch to a farmer and a worker. This re- 
quired a collective psychotherapy as well as 
vocational retraining. The Jew had to change 
all his defensive attitudes toward work and 
proletarization, as well as his muscular re- 
sponses. 


THE SECOND goal of Labor Zionism was 
to substitute co-operative methods and objec- 
tives for competitive ones in the economy. 
The inequities of power bred by feudalism 


and early capitalism were as burdensome to 
the average Jew as the religious and racial 
hostilities of the Christian and Islamic popu- 
lations. Labor Zionism set out to rebuild Israel 
on terms that would radically reduce the like- 
lihood that class differences would be as for- 
midable as they were in the diaspora. 

In less than four decades, the Histadrut 
and its allies have built in Israel a system 
of co-operatives which have not only main- 
tained the community through one bitter crisis 
after another, but promise to be a model for 
the countries of Asia and Africa. 

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE capitalism will 
not succeed in these backward areas. Com- 
munism may succeed, but at the fearful cost 
of the liberties and the decencies of the people. 
Ideal, intentional communities built around 
the ethical niceties of Buddha, Confucius and 
Gandhi are much too soft and often irrele- 
vant for the needs of the fast-multiplying 
populations of these crucial lands. Only the 
tough-minded, yet resilient combination of co- 
operatives and welfare state in Israel has 30 
far proven to be workable. 

Labor Zionism is not only the surrogate 
of the prophets of Israel, but may very well 
fulfill the missionary role of being a light 
and blessing to the nations that dwell in dark- 
ness. 

That is why I have been so deeply in- 
volved in this movement. Even though its 
leadership is allergic to theology, I consider 
Labor Zionism the best modern application of 
prophetic Judaism,

I HAVE lived in Los Angeles 
over 45 years and left here in 
4949 to create a business venture 
in Israel, ‘to add to my finan- 
cial sucess and at the same time 
assist my co-religionists in a 
venture that might help to solve 
the Jewish problem.’ After five 
years, I returned here... 

While I have been frustrated, 
disappointed and disillusioned, I 
am no less convinced and con- 
cerned in assisting Israel in 
every way possible because I be- 
lieve it is a present-day oppor- 
tunity to achieve that age-old 
dream of solving the Jewish 
problem wherever it may exist. 


THEREFORE, while I am one 
of the most outspoken and writ- 
ten critics of fund-raising meth- 
eds and, more important, the 


“ way these funds are used, I am 


more ashamed each day at the 
effort of scared Jews to find 
excuses in these faults to at- 
tempt to deny their right, privi- 
lege and duty to join their breth- 
ern wherever they may be on the 
face of the earth to try and help 
solve their problems wherever 
they may be. 

In this vein I have taken a 
good deal of trouble to try and 
make contact with various mem- 
bers of the Council for Judaism 
I have tried to gather the 
strength of Jews wherever they 
may be to try and help correct 
our problems rather than waste 
them in philosophy and theorv 
that have been answered by 
events a thousang times. 


YOU GAVE a half dozen coi- 
umns to a rabbi who professed 
he was going to make a tremen- 
cous and world-shattering an- 
nouncement of why he was not 
going to give money to the UJA. 
Paragraphs and pages later [| 
finally found he Was against Jews 
only helping Jews. Do we really 
have to find an excuse for being 
among the great philanthropists 
of all time and in addition to 
contributing to every cause 
known, to also, and I repeat, in 
addition help those who by re- 
ligion, race, ancestry or what- 
ever inheritance the Gentile 
wishes to announce are together 
with us in name? 

Your editorial gave most of 
the answers. But I think you 
should have given Mr. Singer a 
paragraph and used all his col- 
umns to try to explain te these 
scared Jews that they cannot 
hide any longer... 


I WROTE a‘several hundred 
page pamphlet about my exper- 
lences and the problems and pos- 
tible solutions to the insecurity 
of Israel. I sent copies to the 
Council; I had meetings with 
Mr. Rosenwald. I wrote and sent 
Copies to Mr. May of Los Angeles 
to whom you refused. (All this 
incidentally at my own expense.)

IN OTHER words I think you 
went way out of your way and 
space to give room to a worn- 
out hashed-over thesis of a bunch 
of scared Jews who would like 
to kiss anything but a mezzuza 
but who haven’t sense enough to 
know that the only self respect 
they have is what that mezzuza 
gives them. 

In truth and in fact the Coun- 
ci] today is a subversive organ- 
ization . . It subverts truth. 
It professes to act with a few 
hundreq mouths for five million 
American Jews and three times 
that number around the world. 
I* is fostering more anti-semi- 
tism than any other organiza- 
tion in America, because it raises 
the impression that American 
Jews are disloyal by being char- 
itable to their co-religionists;
